MORE FARMERS NEEDED 


Zuropean Countries Are in Best| 
Position to Supply the Re- 
quirements 


TORONTO, Oct. 18—(Canadian 
Press) —Sir John Willison, presi- 
dent of the Western Canada (Col- 
onization association, unfolded de- 
tails of the prodigious national 
land settlement scheme which the 
association hopes to inaugurate in 
the near future to a large’and rep- 
resentative meeting of Toronto 
businessmen held here this after- 
noon. ‘All classes of the profes- 
sional life of the community were 
in attendance including members 
of the legal, medical, commercial 
and clerical fraternity. 


Involving the settlement of the vast 
unpeopled spaces of the Dominion, Sir 
John gravely piluded to the stupend- 
ous task ahead, but it was necessary, 
he pointed out, if Canada was to 
achieve that measure of prosperity 
whioh wae (hers by right of geograph- 
ical position and her increased status | 
in the world, 

“Canada neede today, ae ashe mever 
needed before, a large army of agri- 
cultural workers; European countries 
are in a iposttion to supply the need, 
and it only remains for an organized 
force to bring theme workers to the 
Dominion to jenaure a bright era of 
prosperity,” was the eum and sub- 
etance of ihia peroration. 

It was essential, however, that care 
should be exercised in the eilgoden| 
and care of the emigrants, once they | 
decided to leave their native shores, | 
he declared; while it was imperative | 
that the mistakes of the past in the 
ehape of irresponsible land settlement 
@hould be avoided. 


Careful Selection

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One ‘‘Spout’’ Or Two ? 

Fine weather and uninterrupted 
railway service have [favored the 
rapid movement of the grain crop 


to the seaboard. There have been 
no complaints of car shortage, and 
seemingly the jrailways are mov- 
ing the unuenal amount of traffic 
with more than their usual de 

of euecess. Reports from the lake 
ports are ‘that igrain has been ar- 
riving there at an average rate of 
two million bushels per day, and 
that one day recently no less than 
five million (bushels were poured 
into the terminal point in twenty- 
four hours. Apparently there is 
no aerious fifficulty this year in 
getting the grain to the ‘‘spout.’’ 

But there has been complaint 
that the ‘‘epout’’ cannot discharge 
it fast enough; that the trains 
have been bringing the grain to 
the lake-head faster than it could 
be transferred 4o the boats; and 
that as a result the termina! ele- 
vators have deen consistently 
crammed, while more or less con- 
gestion has occurred and has re- 
acted back along the line in. a elow- 
ing up of the whole movement. In 
former years the trouble has fre- 
quently ‘been that the railways 
could not get the grain to the lake 
ports in large enough voiume. 
Now the land transportation sys- 
tem has overcome their handicap 
and is delivermg the crop more 
rapidly than the terminal machin- 
ery can shift it jinto the lake car- 
riers, or faster than the available 
‘“bottoms’’ can carry it away. 

To the farmer iand all other 
parties interested it amounts to 
much the same thing whether the 
grain movement is hampered by a 
shortage of cars(or by delay at the 
lb where the railway ends. A 

lockade anywhere along the line 
is a blockade, means delay in sale 
and receipt of payment, a tend- 
ency ‘to depression in price, and 
that a larger amount of grain will 
be left in the country when the 
lakes ‘freeze up. To prevent this 
choking at the spout is as neces- 
sary in future as the building of 
new railways and the rolling etock 
was lin the past. 

Several Western papers have al- 
ready been calling attention to 
this new difficulty and discussing 
ways and meane of preventing 
congestion at ithe lake ports in 
future seasons. To most of them 
the remedy seems to lie in the 
deepening of the St. Lawrence 
waterwey, ‘thus making it possible 
for ocean freighters to come to the 
head of the lakes. That of course 
would increase the number of Wes- 
sels available for carrying the 
grain, and would relieve matters 
provided the terminal machinery 
‘were increased to ‘the point where 
it would be able to handle ‘the 
grein from care to ships as fast as 
it arrived. But ‘the enlargement 
of the St. Lawrence waterway is 
only a proposal, and likely to be 
no more then that for many tyears. 
The undertaking involves the ex- 
penditure of a vast amount of 
money which the Government does 
not (possess, in an undertaking 
that is by no means certain to be 
able to pay. Andjif the scheme is 
ever put in hand it. ‘will be a mat- 
ter of years before it is completed. 
Meantime ‘there ns to be a crop 
next year, and each year after, and 
the grain has to be marketed the 
year that it is grown. 

This would seem to be a favor- 
able time to start a demand that 
means be taken to (bring into use 
the alternative shipping routes 
which are already available but 
little used or not used at all. It is 
not necessary |to jam the whole 
Western crop through Ft. William 
and Port Arthur. 

The Hudson’s Bay railway is all 
but completed. ‘The »xpenditure 
of a few more millions wauld pro- 
vide a new and all Canadian route 
to the Atlantie, without trans-ship 
ment except from the cars to the 


| Alberta and the western half of 
Saskatchewan is produced mearer 
to Vancouver than to Ft. William. 
There is less tup-hill haul on the 
National railway from Edmonton 
to Vancouver than from Edmonton 
to Ft. William. Equalized freight 
rates and terminal elevators at 
tide water are all that are needed 
to provide another outlet for the 
Western grain crop, on the Pacific’ 
As the present ‘‘spout’’ is declar- 
ed to be unable to discharge the 
grain as fast as it is poured into 
the terminal ‘‘hopper’’. at the 
lakes, it would seem to be up to 
the Western members of Parlia- 
ment to urge, in ithe interests of 
their constituents, that the part of 
the Western crop which could be 
more profitably marketed through 
Vancouver should be allowed to 
go that way. 

The Exception. — 

Regardless of what his creditors 
may do, John Bull has paid the in- 
terest on his war debt to the Unit- 
ed States. There are few countries 
in Kurope at present which can 
pay unless they can collect, and it 
is to be suspected that some of 
them do not intend to try. 
Wasteful Methods. 

During September more than 
nine thousand cars of coal were 
shifted from the Alberta mines to 
prairie points. In the same month 
thirty-six thousand odd cars of 
wheat were hauled over the Cana- 
dian National syatem to Fort Wil- 
liam. That illustrates how the coal 
movement and the grain move- 
ment come into conflict, to the die 
advantage of one or both, and to 
the hindrance of economic opera- 
tiun of the railways. If it were pos- 
sible to haul the coal at aome other 
time these nine thousand cars 
could have been put into the grain 
trade. Stating it another way, 
the railways could get along with 
nine thousand less cars and still 
haul out the whest as fast as at 
present if they could distribute 
coal traffic over a longer period in- 
stead of being called upon to 
handle it all during a few weeks 
when the grain rush is on. Or, still 
another consideration; if these 
nine thousand cars had been used 
to hau] wheat. to Vancouver they 
could have taken coal on the re- 
turn trip from the mining centres 
of Alberta to points in this and the 
adjoining province, and thus done 
double the amount of service in 
the eame length of time and earn- 
ed freight charges going and com- 
ing. Shifting the grain crop and 
the winter’s fuel in the same di- 
rection at the same time is a waste 


of money, time and haulage capac- | 


ity, a large proportion of which 
could be avoided. 


Laying Down the Law.
